THAT FORCED MARRIAGE. 


Mrs. Auld, who a few days ago forced 
Rev. Mr. Auld of Morrisania to accom p any 
her to the residence o f another clergym an, 
accom p anied by witnesses, and to subm it to 
a ceremony th at m ule him her legal hut un­ 
willing husband, is tiv; subject o f two exp la­ 
nations by friends in tty; m o rning new sp a­ 
p ers. 
One, by a sister wtio Hyes in P o ugh­ 
keep sie, is to the effect that the m inister 
“ kep t com p any ’ with hertluce yiars,visiting 
her three tim es a week and remaining till m id­ 
night, and often taking her out. 
Tac sister 
thinks these attentio ns were renftcrcd w hen 
the m inister tho ught she had considerable 
money, and th at he grew cold when » e found 
that she was p oor. 
The other statem ent is by H enry G. Coop er, 
who ap p ears to be a citizen o f standing and 
resp onsibility, and is said to have p rovided 
counsel for Mrs. A uld. 
He says that the 
co ntract m ade between the man and woman 
and signed by them on the 4th of March, 
1887, was accep ted by both as a legal m ar­ 
riage, and th at they lived to gether as roan 
and wife until six m onths ago. 
Then the 
w o m an’s health became delicate, and the hus­ 
band abando ned her. 
Bishop P o tter was ap ­ 
p ealed to, aud he dem anded Mr. A uld’s resig­ 
nation. 
These statem ents m ake the clergym an a p ­ 
p ear as either a fool o r a knave, p erhap s a 
little of both. 
If the sister’s sto ry covers the 
whole case, then the w om an’s resource fo r 
justice was a breach o f p romise suit, aud not 
a forced m arriage which can avail her no th­ 
ing so long as her p enniless husband refuses 
to recognize o r sup p o rt her. 
If Mr. Coop er’s 
statem ent is the true oue, then there was no 
need of the second o r forced marriage, be­ 
cause the first m arriage by contract gave her 
all 
the 
legal 
rights 
to 
which 
a 
w ife 
is 
entitled. 
His 
refusal 
o f 
those 
rights 
left 
her 
no 
p rac­ 
tical relief excep t a lim ited divorce and sep a­ 
rate m aintenance. 
There is no law to com ­ 
p el an unw illing husband to live with his 
w ife or recognize her; there is p lenty of law 
to comp el him to co ntribute to her sup p ort. 
T he incident suggests a new way o f disci­ 
p lining refracto ry husbands. 
It is to corral 
them as often as is tho ught necessary, sur­ 
ro und them by able-bodied witnesses, and 
m arch them to the house of any clergym an 
w ho is w illing to assist in ap p lying the co r­ 
rective. Mrs. A uld very p ro p erly p aid the offi- 
ciating m inister’s fee, which was p robably 
less than the cost of p roceedings in a divorce 
co urt. 
And instead o f having the bond loos­ 
ened by a decree of sep aration, she has had it 
made doubly tight. 
B ut if some big hearted 
law yer should take p ity on Mr. Auld and en­ 
courage him to insist that his right of p er­ 
sonal liberty had been infringed, there m ight 
be serious tro uble ahead fo r the officiating 
clergym an and witnesses.

MR. STIVERS'S CERTIFICATE. 
The desperation of the Democrats is great 
indeed when they appeal to the state of New 
York to help them io their steal of Congress. 
The proof is clear that they have fixed their 
covetous eyes on the seat of Mr. Stivers of 
Middletown, the Congressman-elect of the 
fifteenth district. It is a little unfortunate 
for Gov. Hill that his character for integrity 
is not strong enough to shield him from the 
suspicion tlfat he is capable of such a per­ 
formance. The Tribune of this morning, un­ 
der the heading, “ Would Hill Dare to Do 
It f ’ makes the following statement: 
There was published yesterday afternoon in an 
inconspicuous place among the market reports in 
the columns of the Evening Poet a telegram from 
Washington, stating that an official of the Ficus • 
had received telegrams announcing that Governor 
Hill had issued a certificate of election to Congress­ 
man Bacon, the present Representative in Congress 
of the Fifteenth District in this state, who ran 
against Moses D. Stivers, the successful Republican 
candidate. On the face of it this looks like a part 
of the plot of the Democrats to steal the lower 
House. It is a movement in that direction in a part 
of the country where that sort of thing is not really 
looked for. It was generally discredited, howev r, 
ami as pliant a tool as Governor Hill is when the 
ends of party polit.es are at stake, it was not thought 
that lie had the audacity openly to take a hand in 
this scheme. 
Gen. Knapp, the Chairman of the Republican 
State Executive Committee, had not seen the tele­ 
gram when S|>oken to aliout the matter last night, 
tie said in regard to it, though, that he would not be 
at all surprised if Gov. Hill had issued the certifi­ 
cate, although Mr. Stivers's election had been con­ 
ceded. Even Mr. Bacon bad written a letter con­ 
gratulating Mr Stivers on his victory. Ex Senator 
Thomas C. I’latt looked at it as something of a joke. 
He did not 1 relieve that Gov. Hill w ould dare do such 
a thing. He thought that it was one of the Evening 
Post's stories, upon which not the slightest depend­ 
ence could bo placed. The returns showed that Mr. 
Stivers was elected by 74 votes. 
We think that the Governor is too shrewd, 
if not too honest, to lend a hand to this 
scheme, after the Board of State Canvassers, 
every member of which is a Democrat, has 
declared Mr. Stivers elected. 11c is well 
aware that a certificate to Mr. Bacon would 
not help his party or put it in possession of 
the House, for the Republicans would cer­ 
tainly organize the House with the aid of the 
vote of Mr. Stivers even if the result should 
be two organizations. A House organized 
by the Democratic majority with the aid of 
Mr. Bacon would never Ik* recognized by the 
President and Senate, and the really elected 
inemlKTS would not be easy long with a unan 
itnous Republican House transacting legisla­ 
tion. The whole scheme has no other object 
than the re-election of I lie present Secretary 
and Sergeant at Arms and the continuance of 
the subordinate officers in their positions 
long enough to enable them to make a claim 
for salaries. This is “ peanut politics” of 
too small an order to tempt even Gov. 
Hill. Besiilcs, he can make nothing for him- 
iclf by the steal, while he would add to the 
odium that has already fallen upon him. 
A dispatch from Albany to the New York 
of this morning undoubtedly states the 
truth We give it as it is published: 
Aluany, Deo. 7. —Governor Hill has issued certifi­ 
cates only tv the Presidential electors chosen at the 
last el. coon. There is no question about the elec­ 
tion of Stivers, Representative to Congress from the 
F'ilteenth District. The report of the canvassers 
gives Sliv-rs is,35s. Bacon, Democrat, 18,284, and 
these figures have not been questioned. 
If Hill should issue the certificate to Bucon 
in the face of these facts, he could and proba 
bly would be impeached for “ high crimes 
and misdemeanors” and driven from office, 
to the permanent blighting of what now ap­ 
peals to him a very brilliant future. He can­ 
not alTord to do it, however anxious lie may 
be to oblige his fronds at the South who 
claim to hold all Democratic nominations for 
the Presidency in tlieVr hands.

The incident of Nov. 6th has 
soured all the milk of human kindness in his 
breast. The capitalists are only amused by 
his change of tone and temper, and exhibit 
no alarm. But the man of kindly and sym­ 
pathetic nature can hardly refuse to feel sor­ 
ry for Mr. Cleveland, whose star of destiny 
is wholly obscured in the gloom of defeat.

Mrs. Auld, who a few days ago forced 
Rev. Mr. AuUl of Monisania to accompany 
her to the residence of another clergyman, 
accompanied by witnesses, and to submit to 
a ceremony that mule him her legal but un 
willing husband, istuj subject of two expla­ 
nations by friends in the morning newspa­ 
pers. One, by a sister who Eyes in Pough­ 
keepsie, is to the effect that the minister 
“ kept company” with hcrlhiec y*ars,visiting 
her three times a week and remaining till mid 
night, and often taking her out. The sister 
thinks these attentions were renflcred when 
the minister thought she had considerable 
money, and that he grew cold when »e found 
that she was poor. 
The other statement is by Henry G. Cooper, 
who appears to he a citizen of standing vuid 
responsibility, and is said to have provided 
counsel for Mrs. AuM. He says that the 
contract made between the man and woman 
and signed by them on the 4tli of March. 
1887, was accepted by both as a legal mar­ 
riage, and that they lived together as mnu 
and wife until six months ago. Then the 
woman’s health became delicate, and the hus­ 
band abandoned her. Bishop Potter was ap­ 
pealed to, aud he demanded Mr. Auld’s resig­ 
nation. 
These statements make the clergyman ap­ 
pear as either a fool or a knave, perhaps a 
little of both. If the sister’s story covers the 
whole case, then the woman’s resource for 
justice was a breach of promise suit, and not 
a forced marriage which can avail her noth­ 
ing so long as her penniless husband refuses 
to recognize or support her. If Mr. Cooper’s 
statement is the true oue, then there was no 
need of the second or forced marriage, be­ 
cause the first marriage by contract gave her 
all

prac­ 
tical relief except a limited divorce and sepa­ 
rate maintenance. There is no law to com­ 
pel an unwilling husband to live with his 
wife or recognize her; there is plenty of law 
to compel him to contribute to her support. 
The incident suggests a new way of disci­ 
plining refractory husbands. It is to corral 
them as often as is thought necessary, sur­ 
round them by abie-bodied witnesses, and 
march them to the house of any clergyman 
who is willing to assist in applying the cor­ 
rective. Mrs. Auld very properly paid the offi­ 
ciating minister’s fee, which was probably 
less than the cost of proceedings in a divorce 
court. And instead of having the bond loos­ 
ened by a decree of separation, she bus had it 
made doubly tight. But if some big hearted 
lawyer should take pity on Mr. Auld aud en­ 
courage him to insist that his right of per­ 
sonal liberty had been infringed, there might 
be serious trouble ahead for the officiating 
clergyman and witnesses.

There was a session of the Common Coun­ 
cil of this City last night. 
A quorum of Al 
dcrmen present. 
Mayor Newkirk was not 
present, and Alderman TcnBroeck was clio- 
seu Chairman pro tern. 
BILLS AGAINST THE CITY. 
A number of bills against the City were 
read and referred to the Committee on Aud­ 
iting Accounts. 
Ex-Mayor Nelson Stephens presented a bill 
of $475 for receiving and paying out school 
moneys in the years 1887-1888. 
On motion of Alderman North, the bill was 
referred to the Corporation Counsel, to report 
at next meeting. 
Alderman Brinnier moved that when the 
Common Council adjourn it l>e until Satur­ 
day night, for the purpose of finishing the 
special tax roll. 
Carried. 
CONCERNING ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 
On motion of Alderman Brinnier,-Reuben 
Bernard, a member of the Kingston City 
Electric Light and Power Company, was 
accorded 
the 
privilege 
of 
ad 
dressing 
the 
Commou 
Council. 
Mr. 
Bernard 
made 
a 
lengthy 
speech. 
He 
said that the "Company did not come Itere 
to find fault, hut it did ask a little considera­ 
tion from this City." He assertwl tliat when the 
Schuyler Light Company came here and 
askerl the privilege of introducing the elec­ 
tric light system it was granted, “ and now 
when a company, consisting of citizens of 
this City, ask a like privilege, an onerous and 
unjust demand is made of them .” 
He asked 
the Common Council to reconsider its pre­ 
vious action in regard to lighting the City 
Hall with 60 lights fo» a term of 10 years, 
which would be a tax on the Company of 
about $150 per year. 
Mr. Bernard said that 
uccording to the terms that the City wished 
to exact the Electric 
Light 
Company 
must keep 60 lights burning in the City 
Hall or pay a sum of money even if the new 
enterprise proved unsuccessful and the Com­ 
pany were to go out of existence the first 
yenr. 
He asked that the resolution passed 
by the Common Council relating to the light­ 
ing of the City Hall be modified so that if 
the Company goes out of existence anv time 
before 10 vears, its contract to furnish 60 
lights would not be binding. 
Alderman Brinnier moved that the mutter 
be refeired to the Corporation Counsel and 
the resolution be so modified that in case 
the Company should go out of existence the 
stockholders would not be held liable, but 
that if a transfer or sale l>e made, then the 
successors be held responsible for the fulfill­ 
ment of the contract. 
A controversy in regard to the m atter en­ 
sued between Aldermen Wieber, Brinuler 
and Dederick, after which Alderman Brin- 
nier’s motion was carried. 
On motion of Alderman Beck, the Com­ 
mittee on Repairs and Supplies was given 
power to place a stove in the Engine House 
tower on Mill-street, for the purpose of dry­ 
ing hose 
THE PEDDLER NUISANCE. 
In the Common Council Chamber were a 
number of pack peddlers, who had a griev­ 
ance to present. 
On motion of Alderman 
Flynn one of the peddlers was heard. 
The 
representative of socks. su«penders and hand­ 
kerchiefs said that the pack and basket ped- 
plers 
who 
reside 
in 
this 
City 
are 
not able to pay so 
high a license as 
is now imposed ou them, and he asked that 
the license fee be made smaller. 
Aldeiman Beck championed the cause of 
the peddlers. 
He said lliat it looked reason­ 
able that they should be relieved from a tax 
for selling their wares so far as related to 
peddlers who live in this City, and he offered 
a resolutiou to that effect. 
Alderman Brinnier moved that another 
peddler named VanDemnrk be heard. 
VanDemaFk «aid that the license tee now 
in demand—$20—was none too high, and for 
h ¡3 part, he would like to see it raised to $50. 
He said there were too many pack peddlers 
going about “ selling cheep, cheep, all day.” 
Alderman Kirrtiuer suggested that inas­ 
much as the peddlers could not pay $20, they 
change tbelr business. 
Merchants who pay 
taxes Should be protected, 
ALDERMAN THOMPSON’S VIEWS. 
Alderman Thompson also defended the 
rights of merchants who pay taxes. 
He said 
the peddlers were a nuisance and rung door 
bells with impunity. 
He saw no reason why 
the ordinance relating to peddlers’ fee# should 
be changed. 
Alderman Meas ter, as an amendment to 
Alderman Back’s resolution, moved that the 
license fee "be plac ed at $10 a year. 
A vote was takerf and it resulted in a tie. 
The Chairman cast his vote in the affirma­ 
tive and the motion was carried.

Abler map North, of the Committee on 
Auditing Accounts, reported the pay roll and 
warrants were ordered issued. 
On motion of Alderman Flynn an improve­ 
ment certificate for $200 was ordered Issued 
to James Carroll for work done on Chester- 
street.

Alderman Breitenbucher. of the Committee 
on Sewers, reported bills of Frank McGov­ 
ern. 
One for $120 for destruction of sewer 
pipe ou Pierpont-street, on All Halloween 
night, was referred for action. 
The sum of 
$346.10 was claimed for extra work on Union- 
street; allowed $73.40; Unioo-avenue and con­ 
necting sewers, claimed $2,463.74; allowed 
$2,191.24; 
extra 
sewers 
“ On-the-Hill,” 
claimed $871.83; allowed $96.65. 
Alderman 
W ieber moved that the report be adopted. 
Carried. 
ALLEGED RAILROAD OBSTRUCTION, 
Gotfried W obr petitioned the Commou 
Council for relief in the m atter of W allkill 
Valley Railroad obstruction in front of his 
property on Greeokill-avenue. 
Referred to

m arkably good, exceeding $9 ,000 in the short 
space of time since its opening.

stu dents whose works give m u ch promise. 
Cropsey and Gifford and H u ntington are 
am ong the older artists represented. 


AT THE SCHACS GALLERY. 
Some fine pictu res may he seen now at the 
galleries of Scliau s, corner of Fifth avenu e 
au d Twenty-fifth-street, Knoedle’s, corner of 
Fifth avenu e and Twenty-second-streef, and 
tin* Avery galleries, Fifth-avenu e, near T hir­ 
ty fou rth-street. 
Indeed, it is hardly possble 
to go amiss of art treasu res at the present 
time, and when the Metropolitan Mu seu m 
opens again, as it will on the fifteenth of this 
m onth, New-York may well he prou d of w hat 
it has to offer in the way of entertainm ent to 
the visitor who comes to pass away his time 
in viewing the sights.

At least it was a great hetero­ 
geneou s mass of words hu t very little was 
said.

Dr. Dix, one of the brilliant 
lights of the Episcopal Chu rch, to-day, reads 
his sermons, as do nine-tenths of the mem 
hers of that schol rly cloth.

the great Presbyterian divine, bu s his notes. 
Dr. Van Dyke, the popu lar and talented 
voting pastor of the Brick Chu rch in New 
York City, reads his sermons, u s do hu u 
dreds and thou sands of the great preachers 
ol all denominations everywhere. 
The m in­ 
ister or lawyer who writes a powerfu l ser­ 
mon or address and then memorizes it, is per­ 
haps the greatest pow er in chu rch or cou rt 
room. 
And this is what the majority of 
brilliant

do. 
Take 
some of 
them u naware and 
the 
su dden collapse of their grand power to hold 
an au dience is overwhelming. 
Bu t the gift 
of mernoiy is not given to every mu n. 
It 
may he cu ltivated, 'tis tru e, bu t when ac­ 
qu ired it often proves of little advantage to a 
man or woman, becau se of a lack of confi­ 
dence 
in 
one’s power. 
This 
tim idity 
is often 
constitu tional, and is rarely, 
if 
ever, 
overcome. 
To 
hu t few is given 
tiie rare gift of 
speaking golden words 
with a golden tongu e. 
It is well to have 
one’s intellect satisfied, hu t after all the tru ly 
rest ministers of God arc the ones whose 
sermons tou ch the heart.

The first cargo of ice ever carried from 
Greene cou nty to New-York was in Febru ­ 
ary. 1828. 
T hat w inter the river was closed 
in December and opened in Janu ary. At that 
time the sloop Aneona, Capt. Alanson « Wor­ 
den, came u p the River and, ice being scarce 
in New-York, the captain conceived the idea 
of loading his sloop w ith it at Coxsackie au d 
taking it to the city. 
Landing at the Battery 
he sold his cargo for $300. 
The first attem pt 
to store ice in qu antities was abou t 1850, 
when Hiram V anSteenbu rg of Catskill, came 
*o Coxsackie and in company with Charles 
Backu s hired some em pty storehou ses at the 
lower landing belonging to Capt. Isaac Smith. 
These bu ildings were filled with ice. which 
was hoisted by horse power.

CONCERNING CERTAIN PREACHERS 
Who Uso Notes and Otlier Preachers W ho 
1>D Not Use Notes. 
The question as to the best way of deliver- 
g sermons, speeches, addresses, etc., is of­ 
ten brought up. One congregation has a 
yearning after an “extempore preacher.” 
The members have "no toleration,” “no pa­ 
tience” with a preacher who confines himself 
to his manuscript. Another congregation’s 
preference is for a preacher who “talks from 
notes,” or, better still, in their estimation, 
wlio reads bis sermon, word for word. A 
New burgh gentleman saiil one day recently 
that the only objection lie had to the Pastor 
of the church he attended was that he read 
his sermons. Not long afterward the same 
pulpit was filled by an “extempore jireachcr” 
of 110 little pretention. The occasion was one 
of grand possibility and opportunity, and 
much was expected. Alas and a day > It 
was a sermon. At least it was a great hetero­ 
geneous mass of words hut very little was 
said. There was much wadding hut no 
powder; lots of smoke but no fire. Aud the 
posing of the maq and the wonderful jerks 
witii which lie hurled nothing at the people 
was simply bewildering. Many extempore 
preachers start off very well, but they lose 
the line of s.-queuce and go wandering about 
at random, till in despair they wind up a 
mile or two away from llie starting point. 
There is no meat in such a mixed up - mess. 
And surely no intelligent person will choose 
a steady diet of such, iu preference to the de­ 
livery of a written sermon that is scholarly, 
profound and altogether a compliment to the 
intelligence of an average church con 
gregation. Dr. Dix, one of the brilliant 
iigtits of the Episcopal Church, to-day, reads 
his sermons, as do nine-tenths of the mem 
bars of that schol rly cloth. Dr. John Hall, 
the great Presbyterian divine, has his notes. 
Dr."Van Dyke, the popular and talented 
voting pastor of the Brick Church in New 
York City, reads his sermons, as do huu 
dreds und thousands of the great preachers 
of all denominations everywhere. The min­ 
ister or lawyer who writes a powerful ser 
mon or address and then memorizes it, is per­ 
haps the greatest power in church or court 
room. And this is what the majority of 
brilliant 
“ off 
lmnd” 
speakers 
do. 
Take some of them unaware und the 
sudden collapse of their grand power to hold 
an audience is overwhelming. But the gift 
of memoiy is not given to every man. It 
may be cultivated, ’tis true, but when ac­ 
quired it often proves of little advantage to a 
man or woman, because of a lack of confi­ 
dence in 
one's power. 
This timidity 
is often constitutional, and is rarely, if 
ever, overcome. To but few is given 
the rare gift of speaking golden words 
with a golden tongue. It is well to have 
one’s intellect satisfied, but after all the truly 
great ministers of God are tlie ones whose 
sermons touch the heart.

The first cargo of ice ever carried from 
Greene county to NewYork was in Febru 
ary, 1S28. That winter the river was closed 
in December and opened in Juuuarv. At that 
time the sloop Ancona, Capt. Alanson *Wor 
den, came up the River and, ice being scarce 
iu New-York, the captain conceived the idea 
of loading his sloop with it at Coxsaekie aud 
taking it to the city. Landing at the Battery 
he sold his cargo for $300. The first attempt 
to store ice in quantities was about 1850, 
when Hiram VanSteenburg of Catskill, came 
*0 Coxsaekie aud iu company with Charles 
Backus hired some empty storehouses at the 
lower landing lielonging to Capt. Isaac Smith. 
These buildings were filled with ice. which 
was hoisted by liorse power. The first Ice 
llouse built at Coxsaekie was in 1857.
